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COMMERCIAL TRANSPORTATION, U. S. S. GOLD STAR 

The Governor desires that there shall be no mis- 
understandings regarding the* use of the U. S. S. 
Gold Star for commercial transportation, both pas- 
senger and freight, and has advised the Guam Re- 
corder as follows: 

The Gold Star will not be permitted to compete 
in any way with commercial carriers when adequate 
facilities are offered and the prices demanded are in 
accordance .with regular tariffs. Commercial cargo 
out of Guam, via the Gold Star, will be authorized 
only when no other carrier is available without delay 
such that it would bring loss to the producers or 
shippers. 

The Navy Department desires to use every legiti- 
mate means to encourage the establishment of regu- 
lar commercial transportation to and from Guam 
and, in forwarding such desire, turns over to com- 
mercial carriers a considerable amount of freight 
which could be handled by navy carriers. The rea- 
sons set forth by ship operators for failure to estab- 
lish regular and satisfactory service to Guam are 
based almost entirely upon the inadequacy of cargoes 
offered at the time of scheduled sailings^ It is appa- 
rent that a steamship company is in business for the 
purpose of making a reasonable return upon its in- 
vestment and that it cannot operate unless enough 
cargo is. offered to somewhat more than pay expenses. 
The operation of the Gold Star will be such as to 
assist the commercial development in Guam in every 
legitimate way. 



JOINT COMMISSION ON INSULAR REORGANIZATION 

Public Resolution — No. 108 — 70th Congress 

Resolved by the Senate and Hoilse of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress 
Assembled, That there is hereby established a joint 
congressional commission to be known as the Joint 
Commission on Insular Reorganization and to be 
composed of five Senators, appointed by the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, and five members elect of the 
House of Representatives for the Seventy-first Con- 
gress, appointed by the Speaker of the House of Re- 
presentatives. The commission is authorized and 
directed to make a careful study and examine the 
various executive agencies of the Government en- 
gaged in the administration, supervision, and direc- 
tion of matters pertaining to the insular possessions 
of the United States with a view to determining (l) 
the advisability of placing all such matters under the 
administration, supervision, and direction of one 
bureau or department of the Government, (2) the 
necessary and advisable transfers of executive func- 
tions to which bureau or. department, and ?3) a plan 
of organization for such bureau or department. The 



heads of the several executive departments and inde- 
pendent establishments shall, upon the request of the 
commission, detail representatives from their respec- 
tive departments and establishments to assist the 
commission in such study and examination. The 
commission shall make a report in writing to the 
Congress, on or before December 16, 1929, which 
shall contain a complete statement of the results of 
such study and examination and recommendations 
for appropriate legislative or other action. 

Sec. 2. The commission shall cease to exist upon 
the submission of its report to the Congress in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this resolution. Ap- 
proved, March 4, 1929. 



LEASES OF GOVERNMENT LAND 

The Governor recently made certain changes in the 
procedure to be followed in granting leases for gov- 
ernment land. No changes in the law were involved 
The Guam Congress, at the August meeting, adopted 
a resolution in which it set forth it's fear that the 
changes might be detrimental to the best interests of 
the farmers or ranchmen, and made certain specific 
recommendations which it believes advisable. 

The Governor in replying to the recommendations 
of the Guam Congress, stated in part as follows: 

"The Congress need have no fear but that the wel- 
fare and interests of the actual residents upon the 
land, of bona fide farmers, ranchers, or others who 
desire to become such, will be protected to the utmost. 
It was my intention, in changing the practices pre- 
vailing in the method of making leases, to furnish 
greater and more adequate protection to those partic- 
ular classes of people, as well as to protect and advance 
the interests of the government. There is nothing m 
the proposals now being used to indicate that the 
highest bid will be accepted if the interests of an 
occupant of the land are being impaired. I expect 
that every case will be thoroughly investigated. If a 
bona fide farmer, living on a parcel for lease, makes 
a reasonable offer for renewal, his offer will, m all 
likelihood, be accepted even though it is below the 
highest bid. If, on the contrary, an absentee land- 
lord is bidding for the purpose of holding the property 
another 25 years in order that he may make a profit 
through tenant labor, it is most probable that his bid 
will be rejected, even though it is the highest. 

"The tenant on any property which has been in 
his possession for an extended period of time and who 
is not making it his home, has no justification for 
complaint concerning failure to renew his lease upon 
expiration thereof, if the property is needed or desired 
by a reputable and bona fide home seeker. 

"I may also state that the home seeker who locates 
an hitherto unregistered piece of government land, 
and who intends to make his home upon it, will be 
given preference for lease in case he offers a fair rental 
for the property." 
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MORE ABOUT PENNIES 

Last month we commented on the fact that "One 
Hundred Pennies make a Dollar'* and attention was 
called to our retail prices being set to the nearest five- 
cent division above what the correct selling price 
should he when all proper charges are added to the 
cost price. 

In storekeeping the money is in the number of 
profits on all sales rather than in the size of the profit 
on each sale. Volume sales at the smallest possible 
profit on each sale, with as many stock-turns as possi- 
ble in a year— these are the A B C's of retail success 
in any field. And as soon as a merchant begins to 
put them in practice, he begins to multiply his profits. 

One of the simplest illustrations of turnover is the 
five-and-ten-cent stores, the item of stock that brings 
in the biggest returns is sold on the smallest margin 
of profit. This item is candy. The reason is this: a 
stock of candy is "turned" - sold more times per year 
than any other item the "five-and-tens" carry. 

A stock of candy is sold out each week. Experi- 
ence has made it possible to buy just the amount that 
will be needed to last a week, and so at the end of 
each seven days the company has its investment back, 
plus a profit. 

Suppose the profit made on each week's supply of 
candy is 4 per cent. Since the stock is turned over 
M times a year, the total profit is 52 times 4 per cent, 



;. or 208 per* cent on the investment. Of course this is 
an. unusual case. • The average business cannot hope 
to make such a rapid turnover, but it can work toward 
that end. . *«..•'. 

If a .merchant* has' $25,000 invested in a stock of 
goods, and sells his stock out four times a year, he 
has a "four-time turnover". He is really doing a 
$100,000 volume of business on an investment of 
$25,000. 

If the sale of $25,000 worth of goods yields him 5 
per cent net profit, and he turns over $25,000 worth 
of goods four times a year, he has made four times five 
per cent or 20 per cent net profit. And if he could 
speed up his selling so as to turn his stock one more 
time— five times in the year— he would make 25 per 
cent net profit. This with almost no extra selling or 
overhead expense! 

Obviously, a retailer's preparation for increasing 
annual turnover must begin with his buying. A 
merchant must learn his customers' wants, must know 
when and how to induce them to increase these wants, 
and he must buy those goods which he can sell— turn 
over— to people in the shortest possible time. 

In baseball, bench-warmers win no games. In re- 
tailing, shelf-warmers yield no profits. Buy the goods 
that move. Although there's no rule, no one nowa- 
days disputes the fact that chances of rapid turnover 
are in favor of advertised goods. 

Another argument in favor of selling at a small 
individual profit is the fact that up to a certain point 
of business volume, the overhead of every business is 
fixed. As long as a store is open, there is an over- 
head expense for rent, light, insurance, clerk hire, 
etc. A store doing $60,000 annual volume of business 
can do a $75,000 business with almost no increase in 
overhead. The profit of the extra $15,000 worth of 
sales is practically "velvet." The velvet is the result 
of careful buying, wellplanned merchandising, per- 
haps^ a little newspaper and direct advertising, at- 
tractive window and store displays, and particularly 
enthusiastic sales efforts on the part of store personnel.

Jt is of interest to all patrons and depositors of the 
Bank of Guam to know that the Governor has issued 
an order reconstituting the management of the Bank. 
The membership of the Board has been altered and a 
new chairman appointed. The actions of the Board 
are now made subject to approval by the Governor 
before becoming effective. 

The Board of Managers is now constituted as fol- 
lows: 

Lieutenant Commander Randal E. Dees, U. S. N., 
Chairman. 

Lieutenant William A. Best, (SC),U.S.N., Comp- 
troller and Cashier. 

Lieutenant Walker A. Settle, (SC) , U. S. N., Asst. 
Comptroller and Cashier. 

Mr. Charles G. Parker, Auditor of Guam. 

Mr. F. W. Fall, Manager Atkins, Kroll & Co. re- 
presenting the time (Class B) Depositors. 

The Chairman, was appointed by the Governor. 
Lieutenants Best and Settle and Mr. Parker are mem- 
bers by virtue of their respective offices as Comptrol- 
ler and Cashier, and Assistant Comptroller and Cash- 
ier, and Auditor of Guam. Mr. Fall was elected by 
the Board of Managers, following the failure of the 
Class B depositors to elect a representative at their 
annual meeting on the last Wednesday in June. 

The sixth member of the Board will normally be 
the Island Treasurer, but when the office of Island 
Treasurer is held by anyone already a member of the 
Board, the Governor may designate a sixth member 
who will represent the business interests of Guam. 
This vacancy has not yet been filled, but an appoint- 
ment is now being considered by the Governor. 

25 July, 1929 

Mr. J. H. Underwood, Manager John Rothschild 
& Co., has been designated by the Governor of Guam 
as the sixth member of the Board of Managers of the 
Bank of Guam. As Mr. Underwood was the nomi 
nee of the Chamber of Commerce and was appointed 
by the Governor to represent the business interests 
of the Island, it is believed that his presence on the 
board will increase the cordial relations between the 
Bank and its patrons.

RIVERQUNBOATS FOR YANGTZE SI^ICE 

U. S. S. GUAM AND U. S. a TUTUILA: 
Extracted From "Preceeding Of American Society Of Naval Engineeks' 
By Commander Bryson Bruce, U. S, Navy. 



For many years the United States has been repre- 
sented on the rivers in Asiatic waters by a number 
of old gunboats, none of which were constructed for 
this particular duty, with the exception of two— the 
Monocacy and the Paios. These two vessels were 
assembled at the Navy Yard, Mare Island, Califor- 
nia, taken apart, shipped to Shanghai, then put to- 
gether and launched at a local dockyard. They were 
commissioned in 1914 and are still in service. The 
usual trials were not held when they were completed 
and consequently there has been no accurate inform- 
ation as to their performance. Reports on them 
during service brought out many features that were 
necessary and desirable for a gunboat on the Yangtze, 
most of which were not incorporated in these partic- 
ular vessels- at least not satisfactorily. 

About five years ago, the Navy Department decided 
that it would be necessary to build some new vessels 
for this service for replacements and the General 
Board made a study of the characteristics that a gun- 
boat should have for service on the Yangtze. 

The Guam and Tutuila were designed to navigate 
the Yangtze during all seasons of the year from 
Shanghai to Chungking, a distance of about one 
thousand five hundred miles. There is considerable 
difference of opinion among those with experience on 
the river as to the length, draft and speed, necessary 
for ah all season vessel. The design is controlled en- 
tirely by that section of the river between Ichang and 
Chungking, which contains the famous gorges. 
During certain months, draft is a limiting character- 
istic and also length, at all times good speed is neces- 
sary and at times very high speed for the size of ves- 
sel. There are limits between which most of those 
of experience in the gorges place their estimates—the 
length given usually comes between 150 feet and 
220, the draft from three feet to anything greater 
that the designer may wish, and the speed from four- 
teen knots to all that can be obtained. In 1925, the 
General Board of the Navy decided on a vessel of not 
over one hundred eighty feet, not over four feet six 
inches draft and not less than fifteen knots. Such a 
vessel was designed by the technical Bureaus of the 
Navv Department. With the limitations given above 
it was found necessary, in order to provide all the 
characteristics desired, to adopt Diesel engines, sub- 
marine type, for propulsion, as being the onlv satis- 
factory drive that could be installed in a vessel of 
this light draft to gi>e the speed required. 

Congress having authorized the construction of six 
river gunboats and appropriated funds therefor, the 
Navy Department in the summer of 1925 submitted 
plans and specifications to ship builders in Asiatic 
waters, requesting bids for construction of six vessels 
with Diesel engines and with characteristics, among 
others, as given above. At the same time alternative 



bids were requested for vessels of the bidders' design. 
On March 1, 1926, contracts were signed with the 
Kiangnan Dock & Engineering Works of Shanghai, 
China, for the construction of six gunboats of their 
design and of three different classes. 

The Kiangnan Dock and Engineering Works is 
situated on the Shanghai side of the Whangpoo river 
a couple of miles above the old Cninese city. It ih a 
Department of the Chinese Government under the 
control of the Ministry of the Navy. The dockyard 
was founded about sixty years ago for repairing 
ships of the Chinese Navy and about twenty years 
ago it was opened to commercial work also and htus 
been developed to its present state, since that time, 
by the Chinese with the very able assistance of Mr.' 
R. B. Mauchan, who was manager until recently* 
Ship and engine building and general repair work 
are carried on, not only for the Chinese Navv, but a 
very considerable amount of commercial work is 
handled. Over five hundred vessels of all classes 
have been constructed to date, the largest of which 
were four 14,750-ton steel steam vessels built for the 
U. S. Shipping Board during the World War. 

The design of the Guam and Tutuila is a credit to 
Mr. R. B. Mauchan, recognized among shipping cir- 
cles in China as the greatest authoritv on vessels for 
service on the Yangtze river. This" alternative de- 
sign, submitted by the Kiangnan Dock and Engi- 
neering Works, was accepted by the Navy Depart- 
ment on recommendation of the Commander in Chief 
of the U. S. Asiatic Fleet and of the Commander of 
the Yangtze Patrol Force. This class was to have a 
length of one hundred fifty feet, draft not over five 
feet three inches and a guaranteed speed over the 
measured mile of not less than 14.5 knots. 

NAMES 

The two vessels under consideration were origin- 
ally designated as PG43 and PG44. The keel of 
PG43 was laid October 16, 1926, the vessel was 
launched on May 28, 1927, and christened the Guam 
by Miss Louise Frances Bruce, in honor of the 
United States island by that name. The keel of 
PG44 was laid October 16, 1926, the vessel was 
launched June 14, 1927, and christened the Tutuila 
by Miss Beverley Pollard, in honor of the American 
island of the Samoan group. 

The Guam was commissioned as a U. S gunboat 
on December 28, 1927, and the Tutuila on March 2, 
1928 •

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The Guam and Tutuila are twin screw operfstern 
boats with three rudders and 'a spoon bow.^ Con- % 
struction throughout is of the lightest weight. con- 
sistent with necessary strength for nvcr.work. 

The main deck extends throughout the length of . 
the vessel except for the greater part of the engine 
room space, the firerootn and forecastle. There is a 
forecastle deck about four feet above the main deck 
and a platform deck underneath the greater part of 
the forecastle deck and about four feet lfwer than the 
miin deck level. There are two masts and two smoke 
pipes. The complement consists of four officers, four 
chief petty officers, and forty- four other men. Arma- 
ment consists of two 3-inch, 23 caliber, antiaircraft 
guns, wi'h ballet proof shields, one located aft and 
one forward of the centerline. There are also eight 
mounted machine guns and the usual small arms. 

The design of the machinery installation for a 
Yangtze river gunboat to operate in the gorges is 
limited by several conditions. In the first place the 
vessel is small, of light draft and of a very light con- 
struction, and the power required to give the speed 
necessary in the gorges is high considering the size 
of the vessel. 

The draft limits,- the propeller size, necessitating 
high speed of propellers, at leaM for certain types of 
main engines, and light weight is a prime requisite 
in anv tvpe that may be adopted. The question of 
the possible engine foundations and rigidity of hull 
structure must be taken into account, together with 
the further fact that the propellers operate near the 
surface of the water and are subject to pulsations of 
power due to this and on account of the turbulent 
water in the rapids of the gorges. 

There are several types of main propelling machin- 
ery that suggest a possible solution of the problem, 
each having its advantages, but some having at least 
one serious defect to eliminate its consideration. 

The type most familiar on the river and the easiest 
to operate and care for with local facilities is the re- 
ciprocating steam engine with oil burning water tube 
boilers such as the Guam and Tutuila have. The 
main objection is the necessary light weight and high 
speed which are forced on the designer. 

The contracts required a speed of not less than 14.5 
knots over a measured mile and a fuel capacity to 
give a steaming radius of one thousand miles at ten 
knots The draft with two-thirds supply of fuel, 
lubricating oil, water and consumable stores was not 
to be greater than five feet three inches. It should 
therefore be noted that a steaming radius of six hun- 
dred sixtv-seven miles on the dtaft of five feet three 
inches would fulfill contract requirements, providing 
bunker fuel capacity was sufficient for one thousand 
nr'les There was a severe penalty for failure to 
make the speed, and also a penalty for overdraft or 
failure to meet the cruising radius requirement. The 
boiler installation was to produce the steam necessary 
for 14 5 knots for main engines and other uses while 
burning not over .5 pound of fuel, 19,000 B. T. U.'s 
per pound, per square foot of heating surface. There 
was no penalty for failure to meet this requirement.

THE'llRST PERMANENT BUILDINGS OF MANILA 

Extract from Catalogue of Violent and Destructive 
Earthquakes in the Philippines, 1599 - 1909 

By Reverend Miguel Saderra Maso, S. J. 



Until 1599, or twenty-eight years after the found- 
ing of Manila by Legaspi, there were evidently very 
few permanent or substantial buildings erected in the 
city of Manila. When first founded, Manila consist- 
ed of wooden houses roofed with nipa and coconut 
palm leaves, the same as those used by the natives in 
their buildings. Hence the damage done by the va- 
rious earthquakes must have been insignificant, al- 
though the damage caused by the conflagrations 
which wiped out the entire city at more or less regu- 
lar intervals, must have been terrible. 

"The first Bishop of Manila, Domingo de Salazar, 
seeing the city exposed to such general destruction 
by fire like the one of February 14, 1583 gave the 
first impulse to the construction of stone buildings 
and worked indefatigably in this direction In per- 
son he explored the surroundings of Manila in quest 
of stone quarries and by the middle of the year 1591 
he had nearly finished his palace and the cathedral, 
when financial difficulties caused a temporary suspen- 
sion of the work. At the same time a great number 
of public and private buildings were under construe 
tion The enthusiasm for construction of stone or 
brick with tile roofs did not diminish during the next 
fifty years. The chroniclers tell us that the Span- 
iards began to build their houses of stone and tiles 
without the so necessary precautions against eartb- 
auakes Beautiful structures and dwelling houses 
were reared, so high and spacious that they resem- 
bled palaces; magnificent churches with lofty and 
graceful towers, within the walls of Manila as well 
as outside of them; all of which made the city very 
beautiful and gay and contributed W^ *°te*Mi 
ard oleasure." The disaster of 164a, commonly 
called the earthquake of St. Andrew as it occurred 
en the feast of this apostol, [November 30, razed 
nearlv everv one of these buildings to the ground, 
and since then the style and appearance of buildings 
has changed greatlv throughout the Archipelago, 
with a correspondingly great saving of lives in the 
subsequent earthquakes." 

"MMonrv arches were henceforth banished from the 
churches; the heavy walls of the latte, -were further 
strengthened by massive buttresses; and the towers 
were Riven trulv enormous substructures. But even 
Z th tiZ precautions there is at present hardly one 
out of the hundreds of ^« chM >*\ fl"^ fjt 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries which did not 
ome time or other require important repairs of its 
mwonrv work or even partial reconstruction owinff 
tTeartnquake damages. The only structure of this 
dasfwhich thus far has withstood all convulsions, * 
the church of St. Agustin, Manila. 



LOCAL NEWS IN BRIEF 



Better Transportation Prospects 

The publication of the itinerary of the Gold Star 
for the remainder of the year 1929 inaugurates a 
change which it is hoped will become permanent. 
Heretofore, the itinerary of the ship has been pub- 
lished so late that it has not been possible for the 
commercial community to take full advantage of the 
facilities offered, except for goods obtained in Far 
Eastern markets. Now that we have a definite sail- 
ing from Manila on 7 December, shippers who so de- 
sire may place orders in the United States for goods 
to be delivered in Manila prior to that date, w r ith 
every reasonable assurance that they will be unload- 
ed in Guam before Christmas. A continuation of the 
wise policy of scheduling the sailings of the Goltj 
Star nearly six months in advance will help every 
business interest and every resident of our happy Is- 
land. 



Extention Agent's Report 

According to the report of the Insular Government 
Extention Agent, progress has been made in the 
collection of seeds of the various local fruit and 
hardvTood trees. The seed is being gathered for 
germination, and the seedlings will be distributed for 
planting on Arbor Day. 

The field meetings, and personal interviews with 
the farmers of the districts visited, have resulted in 
discussions on various matters pertaining to farm 
products, but particularly to the subject of planting 
more coffee, it is not stated however, that any defi- 
nite promises have been made that more of this 
important product will be planted, or better methods 
of growing and caring for coffee will be carried out. 

Diseases among the poultry of the island was ob- 
served, and recommendations were offered for the 
isolation of suspects, and the destruction by burning, 
of the more advanced cases of diseased fowls. 



Private High School Courses 

The Recorder is pleased to announce that the 
Guam Institute will embaik soon in high school work. 
While, for the present, this high school work will be 
restricted to the first and second years, there is no 
reason to believe that an extension will not be prac- 
ticable if the Institute meets w ith such success as is 
anticipated. With the Guam Evening High School 
providing an opportunity for advanced work along 
standard lines, and with the Guam Institute offering 
standard and special courses, there are no lack of 
facilities to assist aspiring young residents of Guam 
who set out to obtain a higher education.

Honors For Former Governors 

A recent Order issued by Governor Willis W. 
Bradley, Jr. provjdes, that former Governors of Guam 
regularly commissioned by the President of the United 
States/ shall be entitled to ihesarne honors, excepting 
gun salutes, ^ls the actual Governor, while within the 
territorial jurisdiction of the Government of Guam. 

Former Governor Lloyd S. Shapley, Captain U. S. 
Navy, (Retired), Governor Bradley's predecessor in 
office, was the first past Governor to visit Guam and 
to receive the above honors. Captain and Mrs. 
Shapley were passengers on the [J. 6. S. Chaumont 
homeward bound from the Orient, and spent a short 
time ashore during the few hours visit of the Chau- 
mont. 



Local Representatives Luncheon at Government House 

The Governor recently introduced an innovation 
in Guam life by inviting representatives of the 
churches, business activities, the naval establish- 
ment, and other local organizations to get together 
at luncheon at the Government House. Two such 
gatherings have been enjoyed during the past month 
(one on 16 August and one on 20 August). It is 
hoped that the acquaintances and understandings 
which result from conversations around the luncheon 
board will produce greater friendship and more ac- 
tive cooperation in our community. 



Athletic Council 

An Athletic Council has been created by Naval 
Station Order No. 270, for the purpose of exercising 
adequate direction of athletic and recreational activ- 
ities, and careful supervision over funds allotted by 
the Navy Department for such activities at the Naval 
Station, Guam. 

The Council will consift of five members appointed 
by the Commandant; one representing the Comman- 
dant's office; one the Naval Hospital, Service Club 
and other activities, to be nominated by the Com- 
manding Officer, Naval Hospital, one representing 
the Marine Barracks, nominated by the Commanding 
Officer, Marine Barracks, and two to be appointed by 
the Commandant from officers nominated by a major- 
ity vote of the first three members. 

The Council will formulate general policies and 
programs governing athletics and recreation on the 
island, to become effective upon the approval of the 
Commandant. The Council will appoint officials for 
all sports and athletic contests having an official 
status, and will formulate "ground" rules and regu- 
lations for local athletic and recreational activities. 
The attention of each member of the Council is in- 
vited by the Order, to the large degree of fairness 
and tact which is essential if it is to exercise its 
functions with a complete elimination of bias and 
with that degree of success expected.

To those familiar with this little girl's condition be- 
fore being sent to Manila, and to those who have seen 
her since her return, there can be no doubt regarding 
the great benefits hospitals for crippled children are 
to the great masses throughout the world, and particu- 
larly in the United States where institutions of this 
kind are being constructed and operated in great num- 
bers by the Masonic fraternity. 

The Masonic Ward of the Mary Johnston Memorial 
Hospital of Manila like such wards and hospitals in 
the United States, is maintained by the Masonic fra- 
ternity for the treatment of crippled children of either 
sex, race, or creed.

With the close of the fiscal year on June 30th, and 
the completion of all returns and reports, also the 
preparation of estimates for new work, the entire 
force can now settle down to regular work in a steady 
way to carry out projects which have been approved 
and for which funds have been allotted. 

The police labor forces and the repair gangs under 
the Island Government successfully completed all the 
scheduled repair work on Island Government roads 
previous to the close of the fiscal year and did ex- 
ceptionally good work in grading, cleaning up ditch- 
es and filling holes. Up to the time of the present 
rains all Island Government roads were in remark- 
ably good condition, but the recent rains are washing 
deep ruts on the roads and the very heavy rains sim- 
ply cut out the top surfacing even on level stretches. 
A small repair force working under the Island Gov- 
ernment is attempting to keep repairs made on wash- 
ed out roads and cleaning up ditches to drain of! the 
water. It is impossible to expect the small force to 
keep up with the rapid washing. The maintenance 
force employed on roads at the southern end of the 
island from the Malolo plateau to Umatac was con- 
siderably augmented and this force has been retained 
in order to keep the roads at this end of the island in 
a fair condition. They are making excellent pro- 
gress but the ground to be covered is so extensive 
that progress is necessarily slow. A few carpenters 
along with this force have done some very excellent 
work in rebuilding two bridges and in making re- 
pairs on all bridges along the line. Plans are under 
wav to replace the two long bridges north of Inarajan 
and two other wooden bridges between Inarajan and 
Merizo. Concrete culverts are being manufactured 
a* rapidly as possible and shipped to Merizo to be in- 
stalled on these roads in place of short wooden 
bridges, therebv eliminating much of the cost of 
bridge repair. Other wooden bridges in this section 
will be replaced as funds permit by concrete bridges 
and it is planned eventually, when the new roads 
under contract are completed, to widen the present 
old roads from Inarajan to Umatac. 

The two contractors, Manuel O, Lujan and Fran- 
cisco D. Delgado, who are working on their contracts 
for the new road from the Talofofo River up to and 
across the Malolo plateau, are making very good pro- 
gress. The road on the plateau has been extended 
and completed for about a third of the contract and 
Lujan has almost completed the long fill from the 
Talofofo River to the cliff and has the cut around the 
rockv point and on up into the hills well under way. 
The contract from Inarajan up on to the Malolo pla- 
teau, which was carried on bv J. M. Torres and an- 
other bondsman, has been satisfactorily completed 
and the contract closed. Due to the nature of the 
soil on some of this road and the newness of the fill 
made with red clav, the recent rains washed out two 
sections of this road. This was not very serious as 



. the repair 'force immediately got to work and filled 
in the washed out places with cascajo. 

A new contract has been awarded to Jose C. Castro 
for 14,100 f^jt of road into the Pinaguayoc section, 
but it was stipulated that the work on this contract 
would not be started until some time in October as 
. noted in the July issue of the Recorder. This road 
to Finaguayoc will open up an entirely new and un- 
developed territory on the Island and will undoubt- 
edly bring much additional business into Agana. 
Captain Shapley, during his term of office as Gov- 
ernor, had in mind the erection of a schoolhouse, 
teacher's quarters and rain water tank at the end of 
this contract road and possibly the construction of 
patrol quarters. 

The new 2V2" water line was completed on Cristo- 
bal Colon Street at the request of several residents in 
this vicinity. This line was extended for a distance 
of approximately five hundred feet in orderthat they 
could obtain service. Request has been made by 
several residents of julale to install a water line into 
their district and they have proposed to dig the trench 
and make the back fill if the Island Government will 
install the pipe line. Decision on this extension has 
not yet been reached. 

A radio was sent to the Bureau of Yards and Docks 
giving details of the lack of water pressure and in- 
sufficient supply of water at Marine Corps Barracks, 
Aviation and the town of Sumay and requested im- 
mediate action from the Bureau, that funds be allot- 
ted to replace part of the 4-inch line w 7 ith 6-inch. 
The Bureau requested further information by radio 
and, accordingly, plans and detailed estimates were 
prepared and forwarded by special letter on the 
U.S.S. NITRO. Decision on this important project 
now rests with the Bureau of Yardsand Docks. It is 
hoped that the Bureau will see fit to provide suffi- 
cient funds to install an adequate supply line for the 
Agat system and relieve the rather acute situation 
existing at the present time. 

The new building for the Bank of Guam, which is 
to house the Department of Records and Accounts 
and the Bank of Guam upon completion, also to pro- 
vide quarters on the second floor, is nearing comple- 
tion. It has been found necessary, due to the height 
of the arch-ways on the second floor, to provide some 
means of cutting off the weather from reaching the 
porch floors. Estimates are being prepared for this 
work and will be submitted to the Governor and 
Board of Managers for consideration and decision. 
All the windows and doors ordered from Manila were 
delivered on the last trip of the U. S. S. GOLD STAR 
and some of this material has already been placed. 
Work on the frames, windows and doors, which is to 
be done in the joiner shop, is being rushed and work 
on the lower floor will be completed as rapidly as 
possible. It is hoped to have the Bank and the 



Department of Reccrds%*$ Accounts moved into tb^i 
new quarters by September *1 5th* ISo date for the* 
completion of the quarters on the sedoncl floor can be 
set until decision has been made as'to enclosing the* 
arches and it may be possible that spme material will 
again have to be ordered from Manila for this work. 
This will necessarily hold up the final completion ' 
and also the screening, but it is expected that the 
other work on the quarters, which will make them 
available for occupancy, will be completed soon. ■ 

Under a special allotment from the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks, the extension to the butcher shop 
at the cold storage plant has been completed. This 
extension has provided a much roomier place for 
serving patrons of the cofd storage and it is altogeth- 
er a decided improvement over the old small and 
crowded shop. The entire area is double screened. 
A steam line will be installed in the sink for steril- 
izing equipment and, altogether, the entire building 
presents a much neater, cleaner and more sanitary 
appearance than formerly existed. 

The building known as the Intermediate School, 
has been developing cracks in the old cascajo and 
mortar walls very rapidly. An inspection of this 
building was made in May and a more recent inspec- 
tion during July showed that the cracks have widen- 
ed and extended considerably. This indicates that 
the deterioration in the walls is becoming very rapid 
and, accordingly, the entire building has been con- 
demned. The Intermediate School was moved to the 
Parochial School, which was very kindly loaned to 
the Island Government by the Catholic Church for 
this purpose. The Department of Education plans 
to move almost immediately to the ground floor of 
the old Service Club, the second floor of which is be- 
ing- used by the American School. Provision is being 
made to provide room in the Public Works Office to 
tike care of the Disbursing Office, which will move 
into the space occupied by the Island Government 
section. 

The Bureau of Navigation has been requested to 
furnish funds for a small addition to the Navy Bar- 
racks at Piti in order to provide quarters for all en- 
listed men. Under this provision, if quarters are 
made available, enlisted men are not entitled to any 
commutation for quarters and the saving involved to 
the Navy Department amounts to 81600.00 a year. 
Plans for an addition to the Navy Barracks at Agana 
have been prepared and will be submitted to trie De- 
partment in the regular quarterly budget. This ad- 
dition will provide accomodation for fourteen chiefs. 
It is estimated that the savings effected will pay for 
the cost of this extension over a period of two years. 

The Government House has undergone a complete 
overhaul. This consisted of minor repairs to the 
woodwork, painting the entire outside and complete- 
ly renovating the Governor's quarters. The appear- 
ance of the building has been considerably improved 
and the paint and repairs have added materially to 
the preservation of the structure. 

The hew septic tanks have been installed at Avia- 
tion. They are working- very satisfactorily and have 
eliminated the dumping of solid material into the 



bay. The- outflow from these tanks will be changed 
•from its present location to'a. point south of the con- 
crete wall recently installed at the station east of the 
hangar; The new septic tank for the Cable Station 
has been installed on the beach, and is working sat- 
isfactorily. Plans are underway for the installation 
of additional septic tanks along the waterfront to 
take care of the sewers for the town of Sumay. The 
Governor has authorized the installation of one of 
these tanks immediately. It is also proposed to clean 
up the objectionable sewer at Piti, which now emp- 
ties into the bay at the bridge to the swimming beach. 
Plans have been prepared for the installation of a 
septic tank on this line similar to the ones installed 
at Aviation and the Cable Station, funds for this 
work are assured. 

The Bureau of Yards and Docks has made a special 
allotment to cover tlae cost of a gasoline tractor which 
will haul the coal from the coal storage pile to the 
concrete hopper of the new coaling plant. The con- 
crete hopper has been installed, but all of the ma- 
chinery has not yet been connected up. The stand- 
ard gauge and industrial tracks on the inside have 
been placed but will have to be raided and ballasted. 
It is expected that this plant will be in operation in 
sufficient time to handle the new supply of coal un- 
loaded from the GOLD STAR when the old coal has 
been used up. 

The work of pouring the concrete walls of the new 
machine shop has been completed, and when the 
concrete has set sufficiently, the new steel girders 
for the roof will be placed and the building rushed 
to completion as rapidly as possible. 

It is hoped that all telephone subscribers have 
noticed the remarkable improvement in the telephone 
service since the new switchboard has been completed 
and cut over. The number of lines into this board 
has been increased to a great extent because most of 
the old party lines have been discontinued and placed 
on single lines. This, of course, has made additional 
work for the operators and the new board is rather 
strange to them. However, it is hoped that all de- 
fects in operating the new board will be straightened 
out in a short time and that service will be placed on 
the same basis as that which existed on the old worn- 
out and unreliable board. Any complaint in the 
operation or unsatisfactory service, such as cutting 
off or fading out of or other troubles which may 
arise, should be reported to the Public Works Officer 
and immediate steps will be taken to remedy the 
trouble. A new telephone directory is being pre- 
pared and will be in the hands of the printer during 
the early part of September. The use of the new 
telephone directory will assist materially in obtaining 
good service on the system. # 

The U. S. S. CHAUMONT on her last trip here 
from the San Francisco carried a load of 150 steel 
rails, which are to be used as poles on the power line 
from Radio Hill to Sumay.

The design was for 14.5 knots at 320 R. P. M..a*nd 
1950 I* H. P. The trial results were 14.5 knots 'at 
323 R. P. M. and 1410 I H. P, for the Guam and 
322 R. P. M. and 1-385 I. H. P. for the Tutuila. The 
steaming- radius requited was one thousand miles at 
ten knots. The bunkers of each vessel hold 77.48 
torn* of fuel oil at standard gravity and temperature. 
In the case of the Guam the trial results indicate that 
it requires 39.42 tons per one thousand miles leaving 
a possible reserve supply of 38.06 tons, and in the 
case of the Tutuila the corresponding figures are 
34.75 tons and 42.73 tons. The maximum speed and 
corresponding I. H. P. were: Guam, 15.62 knots and 
2048 I. H. P.; Tutuila, 15.61 knots and 1956 I. H. P. 

It will be seen from the above that the speed was 
exceeded by over 1.1 knots, the required cruising 
fadius was equalled with 38.(6 tons of reserve fuel in 
the case of the Guam and 42 73 tons in the case of 
th<* Tutuila. The difference was due undoubtedly to 
the experience in operation that the Chinese crew 
had obtained. Actually there is not considered to be 
any real difference in the vessels. It should be noted 
that the vessels have a radius of about two thousand 
miles providing it is permissible to accept the in- 
creased draft, which can be done in the lower river. 
The only requirement not met or exceeded was the 
pounds of oil per square foot of heating surface for 
which there was no penalty. However, this require- 
ment might possibly be met with experienced opera- 
tion but is of no consequence as the boiler installation 
is capable of furnishing an excess of steam under any 
and all conditions without undue forcing. 

The contracts required a part of the machinery in- 
stallation and a few other items to be furnished to the 
Kiangnan Dock and Engineering Works by the Gov- 
ernment and to be installed by them under the super- 
vision of the Government representatives. The items 
furnished in this manner were: Turbo-generator sets; 
kerosene generator set; motor generators for interior 
communication; switchboard; all electric wire, fix- 
tures, junction boxes, etc., for the complete electric- 
al installation; searchlights; ventilating fans; signal 
systems; radio equipment; galley equipment; foam 
fire extinguishers; engine revolution counters; ma- 
chine tool equipment; bullet proof steel; all the ord- 
nance outfit; together with spare parts for the aboee 
and complete allowance of other equipment and sup- 
plies. The above was forwarded to the works of the 
contractor who assumed responsibility for care and 
s^fe keeping from time of delivery until acceptance 
of delivery of the completed vessel. 

The Guam and Tutuila are equipped with the latest 
modern radio apparatus. It is conveniently installed 
in an ample well lighted and ventilated room on the 
upper deck. The apparatus and equipment in the 
radio room consists of two transmitters, three receiv- 
ers, control panel, meters, batteries* and other neces- 
sarv parts. 

There is a desk extending the width of the radio 



room* about elevert feet; on which the receivers are 
located, •" * • 

The Guam "left Shanghai early in January, 1928, 
on her maiden trip up the Yangtze. She proceeded 
to Chungking through the gorges at low water, later 
returned to Hankow, and then soon again made a 
trip up the gorges with the American Minister on 
board. Reports indicate that this class are well de- 
signed for the service intended and are the best ves- 
sels so far constructed for navigating the river at low 
water.* The officers and crew are pleased with their 
ship which speaks well for her and for her continued 
success. 

The Tutuila left Shanghai for up river in March, 
proceeding to Chungking, and reports received indi- 
cate the same success as was the experience of the 
Guam.
